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Views on the life and times at the high school pertaining to 

Failure and rules. 


Looking back upon the first semester of this wonderful school 
year, many great moments can be recalled. All of our sports teams 
did very well, the school day was shortened by a much welcomed 
35 minutes, and Share Joys cleared the record mark once again. 

However, there is a down side to the first semester scene. That 
downside is the number of student failures at the high school. First 
Semester, 647 students failed one or more of their classes. That 
figure excludes study hall but includes physical education. That 
figure means that out of a total of about 2,400 students, 27% of 
them failed at least one class. Something is obviously wrong here. 

There must be a problem here somewhere. Whether it’s the 
students, the teachers, the classes, or a combination therein, some- 
body or something is at fault when one out of every four students 
failed at least one class first semester. 

The majority of the problem does lie in the hands of the 
students. Some have said that every man controls his own destiny. 
Well, for a large part that saying is true. Take, for instance, people 
of oriental descent. If personal motivation isn’t a factor, than how 
come over 75% of Oriental- Americans are ranked in the top 25% 
of their high school classes? 

There is no such thing as a superior race, but superior motiva- 
tion exists everywhere throughout life. The Japanese speaker 
wouldn’t have said that Americans are lazy and illiterate if the 
general concensus wasn’t there already. 

It’s true that the Japanese government forced him to take back 
his statements, but that’s just politics. It doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the Japanese people don’t feel the same way he did, and no 


matter what Americans say, we do care what others think of us. 
Yet, many of the students who fail their classes blame everything 
but themselves. 

Teachers reel in much of the blame every year. Students say that 
they don’t give enough help, teach in a boring manner, and just 
plain don’t care. Sure we have all run into teachers that fit into that 
category at the high school but most do not. 

A big complaint of failing students involves the classes that they 
have to take. For the most part these are mandatory classes 
required to graduate. Students often say the classes are too hard or 
uninteresting. 

Out of approximately 15,600 individual grades given first semes- 
ter 1,632 were failing or incomplete. That’s really only 10.5% of all 
letter grades. Obviously that means that certain classes are handing 
out more failing grades than others. 

The problem here lies in the fact that there aren’t many ways to 
make some classes exciting, and if there are, these ways aren’t often 
attempted. Let’s face it most failing students don’t see as much use 
algebra skills compared to the everyday need for basic English 
knowledge. 

The problem with failures at the high school cannot be pinned 
down to one source. It is most likely a combination of the three 
factors: the student, the teacher, and the class. The teachers at the 
high school can sometimes be pinpointed for specific problems 
with one type of student, and there are some classes that will put 
the average student to sleep. However, the main problem does lie 
in the student and his motivation to do well 




s many students know a new 
"cap” rule was in effect at the 
high school. The rule was dis- 
cussed for many years and de- 
cided upon at the end of last 
year by the administration. 

The cap rule states, "No caps 
are allowed to be worn in the 
classroom.” Though caps are 
not to be worn in the class- 
room, they can be brought to 
school and worn in the halls.

Other schools have this rule 
in effect, including Rocky and 
UT.

Schwab reported that the 
rule is being enforced, The first 
time the rule is broken a warn- 
ing is given; the second time, a 
detention is assigned; and if the 
problem recurs, there will be a 
parent -teacher conference and 
the student could be suspended. 
As Todd Holliday stated, "The 
rule kills our freedom/’

Thousands of square miles of forest were 
being cut down and environmentalists from 
around the world petitioned governments, held 
rallies and led marches to stop the devastation.

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returned to Moscow before dawn and reassumed power. The coup 
may have ended communist rule in the Soviet Union, but it began 
a series of reforms and changes that will continue for years to 
come.

Guns N’ Roses’ new album "Use Your Illusion” hit the stores. 
The two album set sold a million in no time. It was the groups first 
album in three years and, from what the critics said, it was worth 
waiting for. It hit the top of the charts the first week out. 

Sports: 

Michael Jordon flew through the air with the greatest of ease. 
The 28 -year -old basketball star of the Chicago Bull lead his team 
to the NBA championship in 1991. 

The baseball team the Minnesota Twins beat the Atlanta Braves 
to win the world Series. 
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During the war in Iraq, Saddam Hussein’s forces ignited hundreds of oil wells in Kuwait. Smoke 
belched from the torched wells for many months afterwards. Satellite photos showed a black -grey 
plume swept south of Kuwait as far south as the Arabian Sea — equal to the distance from 
Manhattan to the tip of Florida. Meanwhile, the invasion of Iraq caused destruction estimated to be 
in the hundreds of millions of dollars. Months after the American military forces freed Kuwait City, 
the effects of war were still evident.

To be perfectly metaphorical, 
“Bye, Bye Birdie” was a loss of 
sleep. The rehearsal schedule 
was rigorous: after school re- 
hearsals till about five, a break 
till 6:30, then practice till 
10:00. I don't know how I 
survived. I had an after-school 
job that, fortunately, I didn’t 
have to do on 3:15-5:00 days. 
But on days I didn’t have after- 
school rehearsal I was work- 
ing. Nobody recognized me at 
home: to my family, I was a 
guy in jeans who rushed in 
their house at about 6: 1 5, stole 
dinner, and left to eat on the 
way over to the high school. I 
was lucky they didn’t report 
me to the police. Every day I 


felt like I was stealing dinner. 

The show didn’t come along 
at first. Mr. Hedegaard and 
Mr. Florence had to deal with 
a mass of inexperienced cast 
members, who were some- 
times a little difficult to work 
with. Our sixth-grade counter- 
part had a little trouble with a 
song, a problem that took 
hours of rehearsal. I can still 
hear Mr. Hedegaard saying, 
“That’s what rehearsal means, 
to re-hear.” We had problems 
with dancing, speaking, mov- 
ing, orchestra and stage crew. 
A couple nights before dress 
rehearsal, I and many others 
thought the show wouldn’t 
make it. Logically, it shouldn’t 


have. Not many upper- 
classmen were in the show. We 
had to deal with only a few 
weeks of rehearsal. There was 
a bad attitude toward the 
show. 

Then, Miracle! We finally 
realized that our show was a 
good one. That we could be 
funny when we had an audi- 
ence. That we were actors, try- 
ing to please anyone who 
might want to see the show. A 
presumed “bad show” turned 
into a success. We couldn’t 
wait to put it on for the Thurs- 
day night audience. 

Every show turned out to be 
a great time. We cared about 
how others did on stage, and 


we’d congratulate them after 
the crowd roared with delight. 

I remember coming off stage 
after my exit and seeing my 
fellow cast members cheer me. 

I was lucky to have a great part. 

I learned a lot from 
“Birdie.” Discipline, profes- 
sionalism, and hard work were l 
some of them. I also grew to 
love being on stage, not nerv- 
ous as I had been. Hedegaard 
and Florence were demanding 
and fair. But with less and less 
guys trying out for choir and 
the musical, the high school’s' 
reputation for professional mu- 
sicals may end.
